THE next annual meeting of the Booksellers’ 
and Stationers’ Provident Association will be 
held at the Trade Sale Rooms of George A. 
Leavitt & Co., corner Broadway and Tenth Street, 
on the evening of June 5 (not on the 3d as some 
of the circulars erroneously state it), The As- 
sociation is on the threshold of its tenth year and 
has a creditable record. It has not grown as 
quickly as was expected at the start, but its 
growth has been steady and healthy—each year 
has showed a larger membership, every death 
benefit has been larger than the previous one. 

At this next meeting there will be presented a 
number of modifications of the Constitution and 
By-laws, most of which, being intended to sim- 
plify the work of the Association, will no doubt be 
adopted without argument. The amendments, 
however, relating to the extension of membership 
to 1500, the one relating to death payments, and 
the new article relating to the Reserve Fund will 
provoke discussion. It isto be hoped that every 
member residing in New York, or in the neigh- 
borhood, will be present, and be prepared to in- 
telligently dispose of the business to be brought 
before the Association. The questions are of 
vital importance and will materially affect the 
future of the Association which all have worked 
so nobly to build up. It is therefore needless to 
point out that the changes must be made only 
after due thought and deliberation. And the 
time for that is now—after the meeting it may 
be too late. 





THOUGH it is not the province of this journal 
to enter the field of criticism we cannot refrain 
from pointing out to the reviewers of the press at 
large the perniciousness of giving undue promi- 
nence to the books which in their eyes deserve 
condemnation. We refer especially to the pro- 
ductions of the so-called “‘fleshly” school. Ifa 
book be bad, let the fact be noted in the briefest 
possible item, and it will be buried. To point 
out its vulgarity and to fortify the critic’s asser- 


tion by quoting at length tid-bits of its salacious 
contents—very often quoting the only objection- 
able parts the book contains—is precisely the 
kind of treatment which wakens idle curiosity and 
gives this class of writing the short-lived popu- 
larity it is having; it certainly is the thing that 
tends to feed the vanity of its author. We fail 
to see in what particular the author of sucha 
work is more to blame than such a critic. With- 
out him the author’s work would in almost every 
instance remain an unknownharm. Asthe Criééc, 
in touching upon this abuse, very sensibly remarks: 
‘* The daily press is largely to blame for the 
present state of things, for with an irresponsi- 
bility that is appalling and bad taste that is con- 
tagious and demoralizing, it has generally catered 
to the craze of these writers for notoriety, and 
poured into the ears of an indifferent public the 
most trivial details of their private lives. But we 
have had enough of it, and it is time the editors 
of our ‘ great dailies’ inquired into the abuses of 
their columns.” Furthermore, but few are inter- 
ested in this kind of stuff. Strange as it may 
seem, the taste for unclean literature is confined 
to a very small part of the sixty millions of the 
inhabitants of this country. The vast majority 
are in sound moral health.

THE INTRODUCTION OF PRINTING 
INTO NEW YORK. 


ANTIQUARIANS, book collectors, and bibliog- 
raphers generally have for a long time accepted 
it as an incontrovertible fact that the volume 
known as “ Bradford’s Laws, 1694,” was the first 
book printed in New York, being partly printed 
in 1693. The following Pennsylvania Act is also 
supposed to have been printed in that year, as 
well as two or three separate New York Acts 
usually bound in that volume :

Being a Quaker he em- 
igrated in 1682 and landed on the spot where 
Philadelphia was afterward built. In 1685 he 
began printing under the patronage of the Friends. 
In 1692 he incurred the displeasure of the domi- 
nant party in Philadelphia through his sympathy 
with George Keith and was imprisoned for libel. 
After his release, he accepted the offer of the 
New York Council to set up a press in that colony, 
and on April 10, 1693, was duly appointed “ Print- 
er to the Majesty King William and Queen 
Mary ;” establishing himself in the present city 
of New York and his salary in that office com- 
menced on that day. 

It has been commonly accepted, as we re- 
marked, that the book quoted above, or either of 
three other Acts, were the first fruits of Brad- 
ford’s press in New York, which have been pre- 
served and are still extant in one or more speci- 
mens ofeach. Tothese George H. Moore, LL.D., 
the Superintendent of Lenox Library, now adds 
the record of a publication hitherto unrecog- 
nized, but which he thinks may prove to be the 
earliest of them all.* 

Upon news of the French invasion of New 
York in the winter of 1692-3, Dr. Moore says: 
‘Governor Fletcher displayed great energy and 
activity, taking the field in person, proceeding 
with uncommon celerity to the scene of action 
and providing by every means in his power for 
the security and protection of the frontier. His 
services were cordially recognized by all, and by 
none more emphatically than the friendly Indians 
in alliance with the English, who bestowed on 
him the name of Cayenguirago, the Great Swift 
Arrow, to commemorate the rapidity of his 
movement from the city of New York to the 
scattered settlements in the wilderness above 
Albany. 

“ The journal of this expedition and other docu- 
ments, official and semi-official, illustrating the 
transactions connected with it, were brought to- 
gether and printed in New York by authority of 
the Governor himself. The exact date of appear- 
ance of the work cannot be readily fixed; but it 
is certain that before the summer of 1693 was 
fairly forward, that valiant soldier was enabled to 
read the flattering record of his achievements 
from the types of William Bradford, the poor 
printer whom he had just rescued from Quaker 
persecution in Philadelphia. Itis not difficult to 
understand with what zeal and alacrity the grate- 
ful protégé would hasten to perform his part in 
the work of ‘ booming his benefactor.’ 

“It would be unreasonable to doubt either that 
Fletcher was desirous to give the publicity of 
print to the record of his successful expedition or 
that the printer was eager to gratify his friend 
and patron. The thanks of the popular branch 
of the legislature were formally voted to the 
Governor for his promptness and zeal in appear- 
ing against the French on the frontier, by a reso- 
lution of the 22d March, 1693, the very day be- 
fore the ‘encouragement to the printer’ passed 
the Council: and a copy of this resolution duly 
authenticated is the last article in the book. 

“ The work thus produced in New York was re- 
printed a few weeks later in London, and we are 
indebted to that republication for the greater part

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of our present knowledge of its existence. It 
was licensed in London, September 11, 1693, 
and in one of the London journals of the 16th 
September, 1693, the following advertisement an- 
nounced the fact that 


“*On Tuesday next, the 19th Instant, will be publish'd. 
‘A Perfect Journal of the late Actions of the French at 

Canada, with the Manner of their being Repulsed by 

His Excellency Benjamin Fletcher, their Majesties 

Governour of New-York. Impartially related by Col- 

lonel Nicholas Reyard and Lieutenant Collonel Charies 

Lodowick: To which is added the Present State and 

Strength of Canada given by 2 Dutchmen, late Prison- 

ers there, 

* Price stitch’d 6d. 
‘Printed for Richard Baldwin. 1693.” 

“It is not improbable that this was part of the 
title of the original publication in New York, ex- 
cepting the imprint—and that the variation in the 
English edition belongs to that alone. The title 
of that edition is as follows:

“ The English edition is introduced by a spirited 
preface to the reader, who is assured by the 
editor that ‘we have this Credit to the Truth of 
our Narration, That ’tis no more than what has 
been already Printed at New-York by his Excel- 
lency’s (the Commander in chief in the Expedi- 
tion) particular Authority there,’ etc. 

“Governor Fletcher’s successor and bitter enemy 
Lord Bellomont furnished, a few years later, an 
account of this publication, which is very enter- 
taining, though by no means complimentary to 
his predecessor or the people whom they gov- 
erned, whether lay or clerical. 

“ Writing to the Lords of Trade, November 12, 
1698, he says: ‘ The printed accounts of his great 
exploits against the French which he published 
and sent into England I cannot possibly get one 
of them for love nor money, and I am told he 
made it his businesse to get up all the printed 
copies, which is an argument with me of his 
consciousnesse that he had imposed a romance 
instead of a true narrative,’ etc.—. Y. Col. 
MSS. iv. 426. It is not difficult to understand 
the reason why a publication which had disap- 
peared within five years after it was printed in 
New York in 1693, should be well-nigh unknown 
two centuries later. 

“The facts now stated seem to warrant the sug- 
gestion that ‘ The Perfect Journal,’ etc., may 
have been ‘the first-born of the press in New 
York.’ They certainly deprive the first edition 
of the Laws of the honor—hitherto commonly 
assigned to that interesting and valuable volume, 
which still remains the most considerable monu- 
ment of typography in New York before 1700.”

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THE AMERICAN TRACT SOCIETY? 


AT the sixty-fourth annual meeting of the 
American Tract Society, held last week, the fol- 
lowing showing was made for the publishing de- 
partment : 

The Society has issued to date 7341 distinct 
publications, including 1654 volumes and exclu- 
sive of six periodicals, two of which are published 
in German and fourin English. The six periodi- 
cals have an aggregate circulation of 2,579,400. 
New permanent publications to the number of 170 
were added to the Society’s list during the year, 
including 66 in English, rr in German, 23 in 
Spanish, 16 in Italian, 2 in Danish, and 52 in 
Swedish. 

In the course of the remarks with which Dr. 
Rand, Secretary of the publishing department, ac- 
companied his reading, it was announced that the 
alterations in the Tract House had been com- 
pleted, resulting in an increase of $5000 to $6000 
in the annual rental, and that an uptown store 
would soon be opened in the Young Men’s Chris- 
tian Association building at the corner of Fourth 
Avenue and Twenty-third Street. 

The business department’s expenses were : 
For publications, $172,808.76; depositories, $25,- 
833.47; taxes, special repairs, and life interests, 
$27,683.81; other expenses, $25,523.44. There 
was a surplus of $6762.83, and, deducting the 
overdraft of the benevolent department, a cash 
balance of $3669.44. 

The officers chosen are: President, the Hon. 
William Strong, LL.D., of Washington; Vice- 
President, Martin B. Anderson, LL.D., of Roch- 
ester; Secretaries, the Revs. J. M. Stevenson, 
William W. Rand, G. L. Shearer, and Thomas 
Armitage; Treasurer, O. R. Kingsbury and Louis 
Tag; Auditors, William A. Wheelock and Elbert 
B. Monroe. The Board of Managers was re- 
elected with the addition of Mr. Warner Van 
Norden and the Rev. Dr. E. B.Coe. This Board 
met and chose this Executive Committee to serve 
for three years: Publishing Committee—The Rev. 
Drs. T. W. Chambers and L. W. Bancroft; Dis- 
tributing Committee—Messrs. Titus B. Meigs, 
William B. Sloan, and John Noble Stearns; Fi- 
nance Committee—Messrs. Peter Donald and 
William M. Isaacs. 





OBITUARY. 


JAmEs G. SHAW, widely known as the “ father 
of the blank-book trade,” died on the gth inst., at 
the home of his nephew, 137 Macon Street, Brook- 
lyn. The burial was at Tarrytown and was pri- 
vate. Mr. Shaw was born 77 years ago in Lan- 
singburg, N. Y. His father was an old resident 
of Albany, where he was a bookseller and binder. 
Mr. Shaw came to New York City in the “for- 
ties” and established the firm of J. G. Shaw & 
Co., which, after continuing a short time, was 
changed, by the admission of a new partner, to 
Shaw & Ireland. Mr. Ireland, however, died 
within two years, and the firm resumed its former 
designation. During the California fever Mr. 
Shaw greatly extended his business and laid the 
foundation for its later growth. Twelve years 
ago the firm became the J. G. Shaw Blank-Book 
Company, with its offices and factory at 79, 81, 
83, and 85 Duane Street. A year ago Mr. Shaw 
retired. Mr. Shaw married Miss Bolderman, of 
this city, some time after he arrived in New York. 


His wife died in 1887, leaving no children. 
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NOTES ON AUTHORS. 


“CARMEN SYLVA” (the Queen of Roumania) is 
translating into the English language a number 
of Roumanian popular songs collected by one of 
her maids of honor, Mlle. Vacaresco, from the 
mouths of the peasantry. These legends and 
ballads, which are described as of great beauty 
by an English lady who has read them in Her 
Majesty’s English version, have never been print- 
ed in any form, nor, until now, written down. 
The Queen, who is enthusiastic about her poeti- 
cal discoveries, as they may fairly be consider- 
ed, read some of them lately at an afternoon 
reception. Her Majesty’s English translation is 
said to be most exact; as close, indeed, as the 
difference between the two idioms will allow 
—a result rendered possible by the fact that the 
poems are unrhymed.—Atheneum. 

But little is known in America of the person- 
ality of Georg Ebers, now undoubtedly Ger- 
many’s foremost living novelist. Few would 
imagine that the beautiful stories published of 
late above this author’s name were dictated by 
him often in hours of pain and torture. The 
novelist is a confirmed invalid, suffering constant- 
ly the most agonizing pain from an incurable 
malady. His home in Tutzing is a comforta- 
ble house in which the owner’s taste permeates 
everything. Books are almost in every room 
in the house, and in the chamber where the nov- 
elist passes his days he lies hemmed in with li- 
brary shelves filled with books in all languages. 
His disposition is of the kindliest and he never 
loses his cheerfulness even when he suffers most. 
He is idolized by his family and friends. Before 
his illness, the author was a man whose personal 
appearance would attract attention anywhere. 
He has now, however, lost much in flesh, days 
of confinement leaving deep tracks on his features 
and frame.—Sok's Literary Letter.

THE current issue of Harper's Weekly contains 
an eight-page supplement with an article on 
“Prehistoric Arizona,” by Col. R. J. Hinton, il- 
lustrated by Harry Fenn. The t@ra-cotta-col- 
ored cover of the Centennial Celebtation Num- 
ber of Harper's Weekly will hereafter be a per- 
manent feature of this periodical. 

A. ALONZO STAGG, the Yale pitcher, will begin 
a series of papers on ‘‘ Baseball for Amateurs” 
in the number of Harper's Young People to be 
published May 14. The current issue gives the 
most faithful account yet published of the Sa- 
moan disaster—four engravings from photo- 
graphs taken immediately after the hurricane. 

EARLY in June, Longmans, Green & Co. will 
issue in New York the first number of 7he New 
Review, an English monthly started by Mr. Ar- 
chibald Grove, a young Oxford man. In the 
strength of its articles and in the reputation of its 
contributors it intends to rival the Vimeteenth 
Century, while its low price will put it within 
reach of a wider public. Three Americans, Lady 
Randolph Churchill, Mr. Henry George, and 
Mr. Henry James, are among the contributors to 
the first number. 

Santa Claus, the forthcoming weekly for young 
folks, which at present has offices at 423 Walnut 
Street, Philadelphia, has been actively though 
quietly engaged in collecting material for its first 


issues, Its business man, Mr. E, M. Camp, writes 
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us that manuscripts of original stories, fun, and 


anything new are wanted, Especially does he 


want articles about industries for the new paper's 


special feature, which will be practical articles on 
the various industries in every-day language. 


LITERARY AND TRADE NOTES. 


BisHop Porrer’s address, delivered at St. Paul's 
Church on the occasion of the Centennial of 
Washington’s Inauguration, has been reprinted 
in pamphlet form from the Zvening Post, and 
may be had for one cent per copy in any quantity 
by addressing that journal. 


A VOLUNTOWN antiquarian, according to a tele- 
graphic despatch tothe N. Y. 7imes, “ has dug up 
an ancient and curiously interesting treatise in 
Latin, which is now the property of Dr. J. A. 
Webb. It is a well-preserved copy of the elegant 
and thorough treatise of William Amesius, ‘ Con- 
cerning Conscience and Its Law on Occasions.’ 
It was published at Oxford by William Hall at 
the expense of John Adams in 1659. The work 
is a 16mo of 450 pages, in five books analytically 
arranged. It opens with a dedication and closes 
with a supplemental ‘ Exhortation of Theology,’ 
composed ‘August 22, 1623.’ It is considered a 
literary prize and one of the oldest books in the 
State.”
